House for agreement on one 
minor amendment. 

In an unusual move, the Senate 
added the amendment to the 
compromise bill worked out by 


House and Senate conferees. Nor- 


mally, the Senate and House ac- 
cept or reject confereers’ action. 

The amendment would grant 
the Senate 5$110,000 to set up its 
own “watch-dog” committee on 
appropriations. The House was 
expected to give quick approval to 
the Senate amendment and send 
the bill to President Truman. 

Start on Rearmament. 

The measure carries the first 
installment—$14,680,000,000 — on 
a multi-billion dollar rearmament 
program. Several Senators ob- 
jected to changes made in the 
bill by the conferees but it was 
passed by voice vote. 

Senator Bridges, (Rep.), New 
Hampshire, said Congress had 
given President Truman a “wide- 
open blank check” to make his 
own cuts where he wants to make 
them. Bridges favored making a 
mandatory 10 per cent cut across- 
the-board cut in non-military ex- 
penditures. 

The conferees decided instead 
to require the President to save 
$550,000,000 out of the funds 
Congress granted him to run the 
Government until next July 1. It 
lets the President decide where 

, he will make the cuts. 

The Senate planned to follow 
up with quick approval of the 
$16,771,000,000 supplemental ap- 
propriation asked by Truman, 
most of which wil] go for our 
military forces in the Korean war. 

Loan to Spain. 

Included in today’s measure 
was a direction for a $62,500,000 
loan to Spain which Truman has 
publicly opposed. A report was 
current that Truman might im- 
pound the money for Spain in 
spite of the approval by both 
houses. 

The huge appropriations mea- 
sure also carried $5,222,000,000 
in funds for military assistance 
for anti-Communist countries. 

It provided $2,525,000,000 in 
Marshall Plan funds, and a $26.,- 
900,000 fund to provide technical 
assistance to the world’s back- 
ward areas. 

The Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee in a closed-door meet- 
ing agreed to name a subcom- 
mitee to take over the work of 
the Senate-House ‘“watch-dog”’ 
committee on foreign economic 
co-operation. The joint “watch- 
dog” group, headed by Senator 
McCarran (Dem.), Nevada, will 
get out of existence Sept. 1. 

If Truman blocks the loan for 
Spain it won't be the first time 
he has ordered impounded money 
that Congress had directed be 
spent. He did this in the case 
of some military funds and once 
held up part of a rivers and har- 
bors flood-control appropriations.

Twenty-one more St. Louis 
draftees were inducted into the 
Army today and will leave St. 
Louis tonight for Fort Knox, Ky., 
where they will undergo six 
weeks of basic training and then 
will be assigned to units in which 
to serve the 42 months military 
service prescribed for them. 

The men, who were inducted at 
the Armed Forces Induction Sta- 
tion in the Old Federal Building, 
will leave Union Station at 11:40 
p.m. aboard a special sleeping car 
of the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad. At Fort Knox they will 
join 70 other St. Louis draftees 
who were taken into the service 
last week. 

At Alton, members of the 388th 
Chemical Smoke Generator Com- 
pany, an Army organized reserve 
unit, reported for active duty to- 
day and departed by automobile 
convoy for a training camp on the 
West coast. 

Sinclair Employes. 

The unit, composed of employes 
of the Sinclair Oil Co.’s Wood 
River refinery, was the first East 
Side reserve group to go on active 
duty, though two others will be 
mobilized within the next two 
weeks. The company is command- 
ed by Lt. Carl F. Osterman of 
Wood River. 

Other East Side Army reserve 
units scheduled to go on active 
duty are the Headquarters and 
Service Co., 373d Transportation 
Port Battalion and the 7lith En- 
gineer Base Depot Company, Maj. 
O. T. Geiger, officer in charge of 
the East St. Louis detachment, 
Illindis Military District, said. 
The transportation unit will mo- 
bilize at East St. Louis City Hall 
Sunday at 9 a.m. for departure at 
an unannounced time. Commana- 
ing officer of the group is Lt. Col. 
Earl B. Bridges, maintenance su- 
perintendent of the Louisville & 
Nashville Railroad. The engineer 
group will report for active duty 
Sept. 11 at Granite City. The unit 
is commanded by Capt. Wilbur G. 
Wood, Granite City, an employe 
of the Army Engineer depot there. 

Last for August. 

Draftees inducted today were 
designated by Draft Board 108. 
With them were six men from St. 
Francois county. Today’s induc- 
tions will be the last for August.

The largest 
group among them will be sup- 
plied by Draft Board 109, which 
will send 25. The others will come 
from Draft Board 103, five men;

NEW YORK, Aug. 28 (AP)— 
The fall premiere television ver- 
sion of “the Aldrich Family” was 
abruptly canceled yesterday. 

The New York Times said the 
program was canceled after pro- 
tests were received against ap- 
pearance of Jean Muir in the role 
of Mother Aldrich. 

Both the National Broadcasting 
Co. and agents for the show's 
sponsor, the General Foods Corp., 
declined to comment on the re- 
port. 

The protests were based, the 
Times said, on the inclusion of 
Miss Muir’s name in a booklet 
called “Red Channels,” published 
by the magazine Counter At- 
tack. 

“Red Channels” purported to 
list left-wing organizations of 
which leading radio performers 
are alleged to have been officials 
or supporters. 

Miss Muir said seh had been 
“undeservedly attacked” and that 
it was ironic in view of her strong 
opposition to Communism, “which 
I regard as one of the most 
vicious influences in the world 
today.” 

She said that of the organiza- 
tions of which she was alleged by 
the booklet to have been a mem- 
ber or supporter, she had be- 
longed to only two. One, she 
said, was the Southern Confer- 
ence for Human Welfare, now 


disbanded, and the other was the 
Congress of American Women. 
She said she belonged to the lat- 
ter for six months some three to 
five years ago, but resigned be- 
cause she disapproved of its ac- 
tivities. 

Miss Muir said she was given 
no specific reason for the can- 
cellation of last night's perform- 
ance. She added that she had 
been signed to an 18-week con- 
tract on the show and had not 
been informed of any change in 


plans. 

Miss Muir’s husband, Henry 
Jaffe, who is counsel to the 
American Federation of Radio 
Artists, said that “it’s pretty hard 


to fight windmills.” 

Mrs. - Hester McCullough of 
Greenwich, Conn., who was sued 
by Paul Draper, dancer, and Larry 
Adler, harmonica player, for libel 
on the issue of Communism, said 
she was one of the persons who 
objected to Miss Muir’s appear- 
ance, the Times reported. The 
Draper-Adler suit this year ended 
in a jury disagreement.

© | The railroads of the nation main- 


tained on-time operations today 
under the Army’s direction—but 
the labor dispute which had 
threatened to halt the trains still 
was unsettled. 

The Army took’ over the rail 
system at 4 p.m. yesterday. 

President Truman last Friday 


ordered the railroad industry 
seized by the Government to avert 
a nation-wide strike. 

A half hour after Truman 
ordered seizure, the two strike- 
threatening unions ealled off their 
walkout scheduled for today. The 
labor groups—the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trainmen and Order of/ 
Railway Conductors — said their 
300,000 members would stay on 
their jobs for the Government. 

So the actual taking over of the 
railroads by the Army was a 
rather perfunctory affair. No 
troops boarded locomotives or 
manned depots. * About 50 uni- 
formed Army officers assumed a 
general sort of supervision under 
Karl R. Bendetsen, assistant Army 
secretary. 

Seven Road Heads in Charge. 

The presidents of seven major 
railroads were put in charge of 
rail operations in various sections 
of the nation with the rank of 
Army colonels. Clark Hunger- 
ford of the Frisco Railroad will 
be in charge of the southwestern 
region with headquarters ‘in St. 
Louis. 

About the only difference 
under seizure that the public 
could notice was placards telling 
of Army operation posted in 
major railroad stations. 

The dispute back of the union 
strike threat involved trainmen 
and conductors pay demands. 
They asked a 40-hour, week -and 
31-cent hourly pay boost for yard 
service workers and wage boosts 
for workers on moving trains. 

The carriers. accepted a White 
House proposal for a 23-cent in- 
crease and 40-hour week for yard 
service employes and a five-cent 
increase for train service work- 
ers, plus a three-year no-strike 
pledge and a living cost adjust- 
ment arrangement. The unions 
rejected that plan and called the 
strike. 

All Negotiations Off. 

All negotiations are off for the 
time being, but talks are ex- 
pected to be resumed after a few 
days. Probably the White House 
will seek to initiate and aid re- 
newed talks. The Government has 
made it clear that it won't try to 
make a deal with the unions, but 
that it is up to the carriers and 
unions to settle their own argu- 
ment before the seizure order 
can be lifted. * 

The Army indicated over the 
weekend that it will permit any 
railroad to handle its own fi- 
nances, retaining all profits as 
usual, if the carrier will waive 
any claim for losses which might 
occur under seizure. 

The seizure order placed 195 
major lines under Army control, 
and provided for standby control 
of 106 others. 

The Army desk men supervis- 
ing running of the railroads are 
headed by Assistant Secretary 
Bendetsen. Under him is Maj. 
Gen. Frank A. Heileman, a na- 
tive of St. Louis, Army chief of 
transportation, whose assistant is 
Brig. Gen. Andrew F. McIntyre, 
a reserve officer on leave from 
the Pennsylvania Railroad. 


Canadian Rail Talks Collapse, 

Isste to Go to Parliament. 

OTTAWA, Aug. 28 (AP)— 
Transport-crippled Canada _ re- 
mained today in the grip of a rail 
strike that threatened to last at 
least another three days, follow- 
ing the weekend collapse of nego- 
tiations. 

The Government made it clear 
it plans no further steps until it

—President Truman has cracked 


down on Gen. MacArthur for 
proposing to make a statement on 
Formosa which the White House 
regarded as an improper venture 
into the field of foreign pelicy 
making. | 

Presidential secretary Charles 
G. Ross disclosed today that Tru- 
man personally directed that 
MacArthur withdraw the state- 
ment he had sent to the Chicago 
encampment of Veterans of For- 
eign Wars. In that statement, 
MacArthur had declared’ the 
safety of the United States de- 
mands that Formosa remain in 
friendly hands. 


Off the Tangent. 

This was, at the least, off tan- 
gent from the administration’s de- 
clared policy that Formosa’s fu- 
ture must -be settled at the inter- 
national level. 

So Truman, in addition to the 
crackdown on MacArthur, made 
public a letter to Warren Austin, 
the American ambassador to the 
United Nations, repeating his For- 
mosan policy “to the end that 
there be no misunderstanding 
concerning the position of the 
Government of the United States.” 

When Ross was asked whether 
Gen. MacArthur might be re- 
lieved of his command as a result 
of the incident, the White House 
secretary said, “The incident is 
closed.” 

Acts “Regretfully.” 

MacArthur's prepared text said 
the United States may have peace 
by holding a Pacific island de- 
fense line—including Formosa— 
but that if we lose it war is in- 
evitable. In sending the cancel- 
lation message to the V.F.W. meet- 
ing, the commander of the United 
Nations forces in Korea indicated 
he was withdrawing his message 
regretfully. 

In the prepared message, Mac- 
Arthur gave great military impor- 
tance to Formosa, last major 
stronghold of Chinese Nationalist 
forces. 

The United States has no armed 
forces on Formosa, but the Unit- 
ed States Seventh Fleet has been 
patrolling the Formosa strait to 
prevent an often-threatened at- 
tack by Chinese Communists. 

MacArthur said that the Presi- 
dent’s June 27 order to carry out 
this patrol “marked for the Far 
East the focal and turning point 
in this area’s struggle for free- 
dom. It swept aside in one great 
monumental stroke all of the hy- 
pocrisy and the sophistry which 
has confused and deluded so 
many people distant from the 
actual scene.” 

MacArthur described a “nat- 
ural” defense line of islands in 
the Pacific. 

From this line, MacArthur said, 
“we can dominate with air power 
every Asiatic port from Vladivos- 
tok to Singapore. — 

He indicated Formosa was a 
key spot in this defense line and 
said “historically, Formosa has

Dear Warren: 

As I told you on the telephone 
this morning I want to congratu- 
late you on your able presentation 
of the views of the United States. 
Government in the Security Coun. 
cil of the United Nations from the 
first -onset of the aggression 
against the Republic of Korea. 
Throughout the entire course of 
the proceedings you have repre- 
sented this Government with 
great effectiveness and in full ac- 
cordance with my directions. 


The letter which you addressed 
to the Secretary General of the 
United Nations on Aug. 25 on 
the subject of Formosa admirably 
sums up the fundamental posi- 
tion of this Government as it had 
been stated by me on June 27 and 
in my message to the Congress on 
July 19. You have clearly set 
forth in that letter the heart and 
essence of the problem. You have 
faithfully set down my views as 
they were then and as they are 
now. 


Repeats Seven Points. 


To the end that there be no 
misunderstanding concerning the 
position of the Government of the 
United States with respect to For- 
mosa, it may be useful to repeat 
here the seven fundamental 
points which you so clearly stated 
in your letter to Mr. Lie: 

“(1) The United States has not 
encroached on the territory of 
China, nor has the United States 
taken aggressive action against 
China. 

“(2) The action of the United

States in regard to Formosa was 
taken at a time when that island 
was the scene of conflict with the 
mainland. More serious conflict 
was threatened by the public dec- 
laration of the Chinese Commu- 
nist authorities. Such conflict 
would have threatened the secur- 
ity of the United Nations forces 
operating in Korea under the 
mandate of the Security Council 
to repel the aggression of the Re- 
public of Korea. They threatened 
to extend the conflict through the 
Pacific area. 

“(3) The action of the United 
States was an impartial neutral- 
izing action addressed both to the 
forces on Formosa and to those on 
the mainland. It was an action 
designed to keep the peace and 
was, therefore, in full accord with 
the spirit of the Charter of the 
United Nations. As President 
Truman has solemnly declared, 
we have no designs on Formosa, 
and our action was not inspired 
by any desire to acquire a special 
position for the United States. 

Status of Island Undeclared. 

“(4) The action of the United 
States was expressly stated to be 
without prejudice to the future 
political settlement of the status 
of the island. The actual status 
of the island is that it is terri- 
tory taken from Japan by the 
victory of the Allied forces in the 
Pacific. Like other such terri- 
tories, its legal status cannot be 
fixed until there is international 
action to determine its future.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 28 (AP) 
—The Defense Department has 
announced 1690 more casualties 
in two lists given out last night 
and today. The latest figures in- 
clude 47 Marines. 

Last night's list, No. 77, named 
929 and was the largest released 
since the outbreak of the Korean 
war. ’ 

The department would not 
estimate over-all casualties to 
date. Its policy is to withold 
cumulative casualty totals until 
it is sure the information will be 
of no value to the enemy. 

The last time an over-all figure 
was given was three weeks ago. 
At that time, the casualty total 
exceeded 2600. Senator Bridges 
(Rep.), New Hampshire, charged 
then that casualties were “much 
higher” than announced by the 
Defense Department. 

List No. 77 identified 106 as 
killed in action and 16 fatally 
wounded or fatally injured. It 
also reported 407 wounded, 365 
missing in action and 35 injured. 

Casualty list No. 78, issued to- 
day, identified 85 killed in ac- 
tion and eight dead of wounds or 
injuries. It also reported 419 
wounded, 207 missing in action 
and 42 injured. 

The list also officially identi- 
fied 41 prisoners of war, 34 of

TOKYO, Tuesday, Aug. 29 (AP) 
—The Korean Reds drove back 
the right wing of the Allied de- 
fense line on Korea's East Coast 
Monday, then lost some of their 


gains to a South Korean counter- 
push. But they were maintaining 
strong pressure on the Pohang 
sector Monday night. 

In a dispatch filed at midnight 
Monday from Pohang, Correspond- 
ent Tom Lambert said that after 
having lost considerable ground, 
mileage undisclosed, the South 
Koreans edged back northward 
late Monday in an attempt to lift 
the sagging defense line. They 
had American air, artillery and 
naval gunfire support. 

Lambert said the South Ko- 
reans had reached the southern 
edge of a broad valley leading to- 
ward Kigye, 10 miles northwest 
of Pohang, but the Reds still held 
Kigye and were reported making 
new aggressive moves after dark 
Monday. 


B-29s Hit Steel Mill. 

_ In the air war, a big force of 
B-29s rocked and set fire to the 
sprawling and modern Songjin 
steel plant, 180 miles above the 
thirty-eighth parallel border, Mon- 
day with 300 tons of bombs. This 
followed a  240-ton Superfort 
bombing of the Kyomipo iron 
works near the North Korean cap- 
ital of ngyang Sunday. Other 
B-29s struck at rail lines, switch- 
ing yards and bridges. 

A Navy operations summary re- 

ported carrier pilots destroyed 11 
new Russian-type Yak fighter 
planes on the ground at Yonpo, in 
North Korea, Sunday. This was 
the largest single group of North 
Korean fighter craft found in sev- 
eral weeks in Korea. 
United States flyers said there 
was fighting along the whole 
northern front from the Naktong 
river to the East Coast. 

The Reds had thrown into the 
battle along the 45-mile northern 
front 40,000 of the 64,000 troops 
they have ranged against the Al- 
lies from Masan on the South 
Coast to Pohang. 

The most severe action was be- 
fore Pohang, in the east, and 22 
miles north of Taegu near the 
Red-held village of Uihung, in the 
west. Red infiltrators were seen 
behind South Korean lines north 
of Taegu. 

The Communists occupied Ui- 
hung Sunday when South Korean 
defenders fell back. 

The Reds were two and one- 
half miles out of Pohang at one 
point.

MacArthur’s Report. 


Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s head- 
quarters, whgse announcements 
generally are behind field re- 
ports, said in its midnight war 
summary that enemy pressure 
continued in the Pohang sector 
with no significant changes. 


The summary said a Red com- 
pany penetrated the South Ko- 
rean Sixth Division’s sector on 
the north-central front northeast 
of Waegwan but was forced to 
withdraw to the vicinity of San- 
song, 18 miles northeast of Tae- 
gu. 

Without discounting the impor- 
tance of the North Korean smash 
toward Taegu and at Uihung, an 
intelligence officer at Gen. Mac- 
Arthur’s headquarters said the 
next big drive is not yet under 
way. He expressed belief that one 
Red division, the Second, holds 
the key to it. 


The Second, one of the elite 
Red shock units, is refitting some- 
where around Kumchon, north- 
west of Taegu, he said. Three 
other Red divisions, constituting 
the main mass, still were in po- 
sition between Waegwan and 
Kunwi, nearer to Taegu on the 
northwest. 

Day’s March Away. 


The spokesman said the Red 
Second Division is within a day’s 
march of either front. When it 
gets into action the Communist 
supreme effort to drive on Taegu 
d Pusan will be going, he said.

Warships hit enemy installa- 
tions west and northwest of 
Chindong, on the coastal road 
southwest of Masan. Gen. Mac- 
Arthur announced that a United 
States destroyer with a screen of 
South Korean naval craft gave 
the ground forces on the southern 
front support for the first time. 
Eleven targets pointed out by 
shore fire control parties were 
shelled. 

On Tongyong peninsula, South 
Korean marines clung to their 
beachhead. They smashed two 
Communist counter-attacks, kill- 
ing 500 Communists. For nine 
days the South Koreans have 
been waging a diversionary as- 
sault on the Communists, after 
an amphibious landing. This sur- 
prise invasion of the T-shaped 
peninsula diverted some enemy 
strength from the main southern 
front west of Masan. 

Tanks In Bridgehead. 

Farther north, at the Hyonpung 
bridgehead, 14 miles southwest of 
Taegu, seven Red tanks were re- 
ported operating. Gen. 
Arthur’s spokesman said 
activity in that sector had 
creased but he pointed out 
the bridgehead had been on 
Allied east bank of the 
river since Aug. 13 and 
had not attempted to 
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from another Communist nation. 
They had no vessels of. this type 
when the war started June 25. 


The Navy set fire to nine other 
corvettes and six supply carrying 
coastal ships. Twelve power boats 
were damaged. Two ships in dry- 
dock were set afire by 1000-pound 
bombs. 

This was the largest bag of sea- 
going equipment sighted and at- 
tacked since the full weight of 
Allied air power was brought into 
action on the North Korean coast. 


At Gen. MacArthur's head- 
quarters a briefing officer de- 
clared late Monday there was 
every indication the North Ko- 
rean forces have been ordered to 
capture Pusan “at all costs.” 

The spokesman said the evi- 
dence points to a supreme enemy 
effort to burst through either at 
Pohang or Masan, the northern 
and western gateways to Pusan. 
Pohang is 64 miles north and 
Masan 26 miles west of the all- 
important Allied entry harbor. 


Gen. Walker’s Statement. 


Gen. Walker’s “last gasp” state- 
ment to the South Koreans was 
made after he had expressed con- 
cern about optimism in Allied 
lines over recent successes against 
the Reds. 


Here’s the text of his statement 
to the South Koreans: 

“Since first onslaught of the 
enemy on the 25th of June, you 
have been continually in battle. 
You have met many disappoint- 
ments and _ tactical reversals 
forced upon you by the over- 
whelming odds of a ruthless foe. 

“You, along with other forces 
which comprise the United Na- 
tions effort in Korea, are now 
enclosed in a perimeter extending 
for some 120 miles encompassed 
around your ancient port city of 
Pusan. 

“The day of withdrawal is past. 

“It is my belief that the over- 
extended enemy is making his last 
gasp while United Nations forces 
are daily becoming stronger and 
stronger. 


“The time has now come for 
everyone to stand in place and 
fight or advance to a position 
which will give us a greater 
tactical advantage from which the 
coming counter-offensive can be 
launched. If our present posi- 
tions are ‘pierced, we must coun- 
ter-attack at once, destroy the 
enemy and restore the position. 

“To you officers and soldiers 
of the army of the Republic of 
Korea, I ask that you rise as one 
and stop the enemy in your front 
in his tracks. 

“Let us tear him apart now s0 
that our road to victory will be 
that much surer and quicker.” 


BALTIMORE TRANSIT FARES ° 


BALTIMORE, Aug. 28 (AP)—A 
court decree was signed today 
fixing Baltimore’s bus and street- 
car fares at a flat 15 cents, ef- 
fective at midnight. 

Instead of a fare of 13 cents 
or two tokens for a quarter, adult 
riders will pay 15 cents.

PRESIDENT STGNS 


BILL EXPANDING 
SOCIAL SECURIT 


New Law Adds 10,000,- 
000 to Covefed Group, 
Increases Taxes, Vir- 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28 (UP)— 
President Truman today signed 
into law a sweeping reform of the 
Social Security system. 


The new law* adds 10,000,000 
workers to the 35,000,000 already 
covered, increases payroll taxes 
and practically doubles benefit 
payments. About 3,000,000 re- 
tired workers will get bigger 
benefit checks next month. 

After Jan. 1, three out of every 
four working Americans will be 
covered by the program designed 
to remove the specter of poverty 
from old age. 

In a statement, the President 
said the . increased benefits 
“should now be matched by steps 
to strengthen our unemployment 
insurance system.” He said we 
also need a system of insurance 
against loss of wages through 
temporary or permanent disabili- 
ty. 

Wants Provision Reconsidered. 

Truman expressed hope Con- 
gress will reconsider a provision 
which administration spokesmen 
contend would restrict the author- 
ity of Secretary of Labor Tobin 
to withhold unemployment com- 
pensation funds. from states fail- 
ing to meet federal standards. 

The new law increases average 
individual benefits to those now 
retired from the present $26 a 
month to $46. Individual min- 
imums will be increased from $10 
a month to $20 and present maxi- 
mums from $46 to $68.50 a month. 

Workers retiring in the future 
will receive even higher benefits, 
some as much as $80 a month. 
The maximum amoynt allowed to 
any one family is increased from 
the present $85 a month to $150. 

More From Pay Checks. 

To pay for the bigger benefits, 
the Government will tax more of 
the worker’s pay check and more 
of the employer’s payroll. Start- 
ing in January, Social Security 
taxes will be collected on the first 
$3600 earned annually, instead of 
the present $3000. This means 
that every worker earning more 
than $3600 a year—and his em- 
ployer—will pay an extra $9 a 
year in taxes 

Tne tax rate itself will remain 
at 1% per cent until 1954, when 
it will go up to 2 per cent. In 
1960, it will go to 2% per cent 
and in 1965 to 3 per cent. In 1970 
it will reach its peak at 3% per 
cent. 

The new law also will make it 
easier for older workers to qual- 
ify for benefits under a “new- 
start” formula. They will be able 
to collect benefits if they have 
paid the Social Security tax for 
as little as 18 months. This pro- 
vision was expected to keep 
500,000 aged persons off the re- 
lief rolls. 


LIMIT ON SUBSIDIES REMOVED 
ON SCARCE WAR MATERIALS 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28 (UP)— 
The Munitions Board today an- 
nounced a new policy of unlim- 
ited subsidies to domestic pro- 
ducers, if necessary to get scarce 
materials for the war stockpile. 

The policy has President Tru- 
man’s approval. It removes the 
former subsidy limit of 25 per

“HIT MANCHURIA 


Far East Air Force Flatly 


That Three Villages 
Were Attacked. 


TOKYO, Aug. 28 (AP) — The 
Chinese Communists charged to- 
day that American planes attacked 
three Manchurian villages. The 
charge was promptly and strongly 
denied by a Far East Air Force 


spokesman. 

Chou En-lai, Red China’s for- 
eign minister, was reported by the 
Peiping radio as cabling Secretary 
of State Dean Acheson a protest 
and appealing to the United Na- 
tions for “action” against the 
United States. 

The broadcast heard here said 
three Manchurian villages near 
the Korean border were strafed 
Sunday and that a reconnanias- 
sance mission was flown over a 
fourth town.” 

“No Planes Over Manchuria.” 

The American spokesman said 
flatly: “No Air Force aircraft have 
been over Manchuria.” He added 
that all American crews are 
briefed carefully to aviod any 
flights over that territory from 
which the Korean peninsula juts 
into the sea of Japan. 

A newly established regulation 
against directly quoting military 
spokesman was relaxed to permit 
direct use of the denial. 

Chou demanded that those “re- 
sponsible” for the alleged attacks 
‘be punished and that the United 
States pay damages. His demand 
was addressed to Trygve Lie, U.N. 
secretary general. 

North of Korean Boundary. 

The Red radio quoted Chou’s 
message to Acheson as saying 
United States planes attacked 
Antung, Linchiang and Tazufu. 
These points are north of and 
along the Yalu river, boundary 
between Korea and Manchuria. 

Chou said also that two B-29s 
flew over the Yalu, on a 10-min- 
ute reconnaissance in the Chian 
area Sunday.

Benefit Ends 13-Day 
Walkout — Briggs 
Boosts Wages, Too. 


DETROIT. Aug. 28 (UP)— 
Packard and the CIO United 
Auto Workers agreed today on a 
five-year contract to end the 13- 
day strike of 8000 production 
workers. 

It calls for $125-a-month pen- 
sions, a sliding pay scale pegged 
to the cost-of-living ang auto- 
matic 4-cent hourly pay increases 
each year. 

Another big company in the in- 
dustry—Briggs Manufacturing Co. 
~—late today announced a 5-cent- 
an-hour wage increase for all 
hourly rated employes. 

Follows Chrysler Lead. 

Briggs’s outside-the-contract 
agreement followed the lead of 
Chrysler Corp. which announced 
voluntary wage increases of 10 to 
15 cents an hour last week. 

The Briggs pay hikes affect 38,- 
000 workers in Michigan and In- 
diana. Skilled employes will get 
10 cents an hour more under the 
agreement and salaried personnel 
will receive a 1 per cent boost. 
Salaried workers get their first 
increase beginning Sept. 1. 

Briggs is a key parts supplier 
for Chrysler and other major auto 
producers. 

Packard strikers will vote on 
ratification of the agreement to- 
morrow and Packard plans to re- 
sume production Wednesday. Ne- 
gotiators initialed the agreement 
at 3 a.m. after a 10-hour session. 

Norman Matthews, UAW re- 
gional director, estimated _ total 
cost of the contract to the com- 
pany between 19 and 20 cents an 
hour per worker. 

Schedule of Increases. 

Employes will get the 4-cent 
rise as soon as they return to 
work. In addition they will re- 
ceive a 5-cent boost Sept. 1 un- 
der the cost-of-living provision. 

The pact also granted insur- 
ance covering hospitalization and 
any: sick and disability bene- 

ts. 

The pension plan is the indus- 
try’s biggest, topping the $117.50 
monthly General Motors pro- 
gram. It guarantees minimum 
pensions of $100 monthly and the 
$125 maximum for 65-year-old 
workers retiring after 25 years 
service, including social security. 

Otherwise, the pact is based on 
the three-month-old General Mo- 
tors contract, which also includes 
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the Santa Cruz K. of C. 
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won in a Knights of Coiumbus 
raffle.

Madison county deputies pa- 
troled the strike-bound Shell Oil 
Co. refinery at Roxana today fol- 
lowing a clash early yesterday be- 
tween pickets and supervisory 
employes, in which two unidenti- 
fied pickets were reported to have 
been injured when struck by 
streams of water from fire hoses. 

Members of AFL Pipefitters’ 
Union and Asbestos Workers’ 
Union, who are on strike, said in 
a joint statement that 10 pickets 
were near a refinery gate when 
supervisory employes started to 
move a boxcar through the gate 
with a company locomotive. “We 
were unaware whether the car 
contained weapons, strikebreakers 
or other cargo,” the union state- 
ment said. 

Both sides said rocks were 
hurled, and the strikers reported 
that supervisory employes at, the 
gate turned the streams of two 
fire hoses on them. “The hoses 
had been connected in advance. 
and two company lawyers and 
deputies were at the scene,” the 
union statement asserted. 

Company spokesman told re- 
porters the boxcar contained food 
for the supervisory force, which 
has remained in the refinery since 
the strike was called last Wednes- 
day, and equipment for fire and 
other protection purposes. The 
company said several supervisors 
were struck by rocks thrown by 
pickets, but there were no serious 
injuries. The boxcar was moved 
inside the refinery grounds. 

Efforts to end the dispute, in- 
volving union demands for a wage 
increase of 22% cents an hour and 
improved working conditions, will 
be resumed later in the week by 
H. A. Griffith, United States con- 
ciliator, who met with company 
and union employes last Saturday 
without reaching a_ settlement. 
About 550 men belonging to the 
pipefitters and asbestos workers 
are on strike, and members of .10 
other unions have refused to cross 
the picket line.

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| MacArthur-Silenced on Formosa Question 
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PIERRE, 8.D., Aug. 28 (UP)— 
‘Omar’ Pinson, 32 years old, one of 
the nation’s 10 “most wanted” 
criminals, was caught in a trap 
at the state capitol today, escaped 
again after being taken to a police 
* station, and was recaptured after 
a two-block chase. 

Pinson had been sought since 
May 30, 1949, when he broke out 
of the Oregon State Penitentiary 

, while serving a life term for mur- 
* dering a policeman. 

Pinson appeared at the state 

motor vehicle department to 


change title to an automobile. His 
car, parked nearby, contained 
— burglary tools and dyna- 
Authorities had alerted the 
Tegistration department to watch 
for Pinson, and department di- 
rector E. S. Goff notified Special 
Agent C. O. Vickmark of the State 
Bureau of Investigation. 
Vickmark marched Pinson to 
the police station. There, Pinson 
asked for water. He drank one 
cup, threw a second into Vick- 
, = face and dashed for the 
oor 


‘Vickmark cornered Pinson but 
he broke away, ripping off a 
screen door as he dashed outside. 
Vickmark chased him for two 
blocks until the fugitive ran into 
the rear door of a grocery. 

As Vickmark entered, Pinson 
was headed for the front door. 
Vickmark shouted: “Close that 
door.” , 

An employe shut the door and 
braced himself against it. Vick- 
mark grabbed Pinson and threw 
him to the floor. 

Pinson, a native of Joplin, Mo., 
was convicted of killing state po- 
liceman Delman E. Rondeau at 
Hood River, Ore., on April 27, 
1947. Rondeau had surprised Pin- 
son loading stolen guns into a 
truck. 

Pinson later was seized at Ord- 
nance, Ore., by a state police 
sergeant who found him aboard 
a freight train. The officer was 
forced to fire several shots before 
making the arrest. 

Sentenced for life, Pinson and 
William Benson sawed through 
the bars of the prison isolation 
ward, climbed the wall and fled 
under fire. 

Benson was recaptured at Co- 
lumbus, O., and said Pinson died 
of gunshot wounds “somewhere in 
Idaho.” He even led officers to 
the spot where he claimed Pinson 
was buried, but no grave was 
found.

SINGAPORE. 


HE battle for British-held Singapore and rubber-rich Malaya is 
not a war, it is a manhunt. The guerrilla army, a combination 
of Communists and career cutthroats, is being used by the 
Communists to kill all white people and their supporters, sabotage 
their property and weaken the land for the “inevitable” Kremlin 


strait-jacket. — 

To the Red manhunters, the 
20,000 resident Europeans, easy 
to spot in an equatorial sea of 
6,000,000 yellow, brown and black 
faces, represent the hated West. 


The guerrillas never give fair 
battle. They hit and run.

One 
morning when Lin Ching was 
slow to produce his dock pass, a 
Jap sentry slapped him—hard. 
Ching lost much “face” and in 
his heart was born a terrible 
hatred. , 

Learned to Cut Throats. 


In the tea shops and sing-song 
parlors of Singapore Lin Ching 
heard of resistance bands form- 
ing in the brush. He received 
his father’s blessing, journeyed 
to Ipoh and from there was 
guided to a camp of thatched huts 
camouflaged behind a wall of 
green growth. There he. learned 
how to climb a Jap straggler’s 
back, place the left hand across 
the mouth and with the right cut 
firmly across the throat. Lin also 
learned how to slash a rubber 
tree to slow production; snipe 
from the jungle at the tires of 
a passing car, then slaughter the 
driver; pitch a grenade into a 
saki-soaked geisha party. 


Lin Ching’s arms were British 
and so was his teacher, one of 
the small squad: of adventurers 
who stayed behind, a member of 
famed Force 136. 


But from the real leader of the 
band, an old-time Communist, Lin 
Ching learned other lessons: (1) 
Evict Mr. Jap; (2) Evict Mr. 
Englishman and substitute Stalin 
for King George. 

Actually, the “people’s army” 
was mostly concerned with proj- 
ect No. 2. Bolshevik blah, not 
bullets, occupied their time. 
Morning tea was always followed 
by singing “The Red Flag,” 
which in Malaya begins “Pyow 
yang do hong-chi,” in case you 
would like to try it. 

Tommies Forewarned. 

By the time Hirohito surren- 
dered Lin Ching was a hardened 
party-liner. As the Rising Sun 
flag was hauled down from over 
the Raffles Hotel, Lin Ching’s 
wing of the “people’s army” had 
intended to hoist the Hammer 
and Sickle, but forewarned. Brit- 
ish Tommies beat them to it with 
the Union Jack. 


Out-foxed, the Malayan Com- 
munist party buried its British 
gift guns, plus some acquired 
from the Japs, and put on a legal 
sarong. Lin Ching returned to the 
Singapore docks to bore into 
labor unions and help form “pop- 
ular fronts.” 


Malaya wasn’t buying on the 
Red market just then. It was in- 
terested in a new kind of liberal- 
ized imperialism the Foreign Of- 
fice brought back which promised 
eventual dominion status, and 
withdrawals from India and 
Burma notarized the pledge. 

Failing, slipping badly, the 
C.P., after a big Asian powwow 
in Calcutta, chose terror as the 
key to positive power. On June 
13, 1948, Sir Edward Gent, the 
high commissioner, said a sys- 
tematic Murder, Inc., had liqui- 
dated 13 white Europeans on iso- 
lated plantations and that sabo- 
tage, particularly on the water- 
front, was increasing. 

Security forces spread their 
nets, but Lin Ching slipped 
through and went back to the 
jungle. 

So for two years now Lin Ching 
has been practicing against the

LIVING COST-WAGE RACE AGAIN’ UNDER WAY

HE job of getting on with the Korean war, of organizing a 
long-time defense program against Communist Russia, isn’t 
helped by: (1) The recent threat of the Brotherhood of Rail- 
road Trainmen and the Order of Railway Conductors to tie up the 
nation’s railroads; (2) the open conflict between Secretary of the 
Treasury Snyder and Federal Reserve Board Chairman McCabe on 
Government interest rates; (3) the upward dance of prices and 
corporation dividends; (4) the General Motors Corp. nickel-an-hour 
wage increase as a result of the April-July jump in the cost of 
living from 167.3 to 172.5, and (5) the subsequent Chrysler decision 
to grant employes an immediate 10-cent-an-hour wage boost. 


all-out price freeze. That’s why 
William Green, head of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor asked 
for a 13 per cent general wage 
rise before wages are frozen. 

Nearly everyone argues re- 
straint—for the other fellow. But 
the worker wants to beat any 
wage freeze with a wage increase. 
The corporation and business man 
want to beat a price freeze with 
a price increase and a dividend 
freeze with a dividend boost or 
extra. During World War II it 
was bad taste to be generous to 
stockholders. So prices and costs 
go up. Incidentally, this will raise 
the defense bill—the tax bill. It 
will hike the prices we pay our- 
selves for airplanes, tanks, guns 
and ammunition. 

After the bumper profits re- 
ports in the first half, corpora- 
tion executives might well take 
the lead in exercising self-re- 
straint. In this, Charles E. Wil- 
son, president of G.M. set a 
worthy example, He declared G.M. 
would try to avoid a price rise 
in spite of the five-cent-an-hour 
wage boost. 

But, as the Chrysler action 
shows, workers in other compa- 
nies and industries will want wage 
boosts to match those of G.M. 


Hit-and-Miss Phase. 


Within the Government check- 
ing the rise in prices isn’t made 


The Reserve Board has been 
anxious for months to make 
money more experfsive. It has 
wanted to curb credit expansion, 
to make borrowers pay more for 
loans. The effect would be partly 
psychological. But the Treasury 
has insisted on paying an ex- 
tremely low ‘price for its funds— 
144% for 13-months notes. 


When the Reserve raised its 
rediscount rate from 144% to 
134%, it broke with the Treasury. 
If the Reserve has its way, inter- 
est rates for everybody, Secretary 
Snyder included, will go up—and 
serve as a deterrent to speculation 
and over-expansion. 


Meanwhile, we’re still in the 
fouling-up stage of the war ef- 
fort. The Government has yet 
to establish the machinery of 
controls. The Treasury and the 
Reserve Board have not recon- 
ciled differences over monetary 
and credit policy. And workers 
and business men are trying to 
get in their “preparation” — 
their protection—first. 


As usual, we’re going to fight 
this war among ourselves as well 
as’ with our enemies—on a hit-or- 
miss basis. We're going to knock 
common sense into one another 
the hard way. We'll learn the 
blessings of restraint by not exer- 
cising it!

US. Seeks to Plug Europe Leaks 
Of Strategic Goods to Russia 


Acheson Expected to Ask Britain and Other 
Nations to Tighten Lists Barring Potentjal 
War Materials.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 28 (AP). 
HE United States has decided to try to tighten the system of 
trade controls by which strategic materials are supposed to be 
kept from Russia. 


State and Commerce Depart- 
ment officials concede that im- 
portant war potential goods have 
been leaking out to the Com- 
munist countries through loop- 
holes. But closing those loopholes 
involves a difficult problem of 
co-operation by other govern- 
ments since most of them are in 
Western Europe. 

Some American experts on eco- 
nomic policy say that what the 
United States is faced with here 
is economic warfare with the 
Communist countries. Others con- 
tend the question is simpler, be- 
ing concerned solely with prevent- 
ing the Russians from getting 
American, or Western European 
goods which would aid them in a 
military sense. | 


Review by Truman Agency. 


The whole matter was reviewed 
by the President’s top policy mak- 
ing agency, the national security 
council, last Thursday. Reliable 
sources say the Government then 
decided that steps must be taken 
to prevent the loss of important 
materials now going through to 
the Soviets. 

The first important move along 
this line is expected to be taken 
by Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son when he meets with British 
Foreign Minister Ernest Bevin 
and French Foreign Minister Rob- 
ert Schuman in New York Sept.

The Transit Fare Dilemma 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


It seems that the Public Service Co. 
is crying in a golden cup when it be- 
moans the loss of revenue and its need 
for a 15 cent fare to make up its lost 
revenue. From 1940 to 1948, the com- 
pany sold over 200,000 passes weekly, 
and from a bankrupt stage in 1940 when 
the Fitzgerald brothers took over, they 
accumulated a real nest egg. 


What has been the result since the 
company quit selling passes? Riders 
have dropped off like ‘lies, and service 
has become terrible. 

The solution is to restore the weekly 
pass, at $1.75 instead of $1.50, and to 
sell a shopper’s pass at $1 instead of 
75 cents. Keep the children’s fare at 
5 cents, and sell a Sunday pass for 30 
cents. The fare should be kept at 12 
— straight or three tokens for 35 
cents. 


This fare rate would provide, a fair 
and adequate return to the company. 
Passes can handle crowds much more 
easily than the present system of chang- 
ing money and granting transfers, and 
there would be a return of the good will 
the company had when the pass existed, 
before it was dissipated by constant de- 
mands for higher fares with poorer 
service. 

As to Mayor Darst’s zone system, this 
would not work, because it would divide 
the city into a conglomeration of small 
neighborhoods and kill the downtown 
district.

How serious is St. Louis about good zoning? 
The Board of Aldermen riddled the new zoning 
ordinance with amendments before it was passed, 
and now the Board of Adjustment, headed by

The Board has granted an exception to the 
zoning ordinance to permit construction of a 130- 
family apartment hotel at Fourteenth and Olive 
streets.

The Board sets aside the law on the 
ground that the open space of Memorial Plaza 
would assure enough light and air for occu- 
pants of the building.

The 
major purpose is to assure a well-planned com- 
munity in which individual projects do not 
create or aggravate problems for somebody else 
to solve.

The Board of Adjustment ap- 
parently closed its eyes to these problems. What 
parking facilities are proposed for the 130 fami- 
lies which would be brought into an area in 
which parking already is a headache?

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Instead of a German Army 


The extent of the opposition of most West 
Germans to the formation of a West German 
army was indicated when Chancellor. Konrad 
Adenauer made his indirect appeal for such a 
force. He piously disclaimed any thought of 
creating a new Wehrmacht, and said he wanted 
only “a very strong police force” capable of 
matching the East German armed “People’s 
Police.” 

More frankly, Social Democratic Leader Kurt 
Schumacher pointed out that it is obviously not 
the “People’s Police,” but the Russian army 
with which the West must contend. 

What confronts the West now is a world-wide 
problem, in which the threat to Germany must 
be considered in relation to the war in Korea 
and Indochina, and the threat to Iran and Yugo- 
slavia. What needs to be done should be done 
with all the West's manpower and resources 
considered as part of a common pool. 

Men are needed not only for armies, but also 
for factories. Increased production must accom- 
pany expansion of armed forces. The role West 
Germany could most profitably play in the 
months ahead would be as an industrial center 
for the manufacture of the trucks and the shoes 
and the other supplies which are needed, but 
which are not munitions in the narrow sense. 
West German production needs to be expanded 
anyway, and here would be a way to do that job 
without changing fundamental policy toward 
Germany. 

‘While Allied soldiers wore German-made shoes, 
the task of protecting West Germany against 
the East would continue to be borne by the 
United States, Britain and France. This course 
appears far safer to anyone who remembers that 
German armies can move west as well as east. 

In time, it may be that West German man- 
power will be needed to provide soldiers. 
France’s proposal for German troops in a con> 
mon army then should be considered. An ex- 
clusively German army should be guarded 
against. 
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The Kickback’s Lingering Evil 


The complacent attitude which the president 
of the Better Vision Institute, M. J. Julian, takes 
toward kickbacks, is not shared by many of the 
medical profession. A kickback is a secret sec- 
ond charge for medical service after the patient 
has already paid the doctor for it. The kick- 
back is paid to the doctor by the company that 
sells the patient his glasses, and is added to the 
price the pagjent pays for the glasses. 

Mr. Julian sees nothing wrong in this prac- 
tice. Others see ample wrong. The American 
Medical Association, calling for a “long-delayed” 
housecleaning of physicians who accept rebates, 
said: “Wherever barter and trade have insinu- 
ated their insidious and evil aspects into the 
practice of medicine, the quality of the service 
has depreciated.” Individual doctors have brand- 
ed the kickback as “unethical” and “one of the 
foulest practices in the medical profession,” and 
the Los Angeles Better Business Bureau, which 
stamped it out there, denounced it as “deception 
and chicanery.” 

One of the most insidious things about the 
kickback is that the physician who once accepts 
it is afraid forever after to criticize the dis- 
pensers of optical goods, for fear they will ex- 
pose him. Mr. Julian is perhaps being romantic 
when he says the kickback has been entirely 
stopped. But even if it were—which we do not 
believe—its effectiveness in muzzling the medi- 
cal profession would linger on as long as there 
were oculists who had ever taken it. Physicians 
just entering practice might remember this when 
they are first called upon to decide whether or 
not to accept a kickback.

On Jan. 23 of this year, the 
Munitions Board reported that 
only 30 per cent of the minimum 
stockpiles had been - acquired. 
Half of this total came from sur- 
plus Government stocks out of 
World War II and ECA pur- 
chases. This meant that only little 
more than 15 per cent of the mini- 
mum goal had actually been 
bought by the Munitions Board 
in three and a half years. The 
stockpile at that point contained 
materials valued at only $1,149,- 
000,000. 

A month ago the Munitions 
Board reported that it had ac- 
quired 38.4 per cent of minimum 
requirements. Another 12 per 
cent was reported to be “on or- 
der.” And, incidentally, what a 
familiar sound that phrase “on 
order” has. It was used to cover 
up woeful deficiencies in the 1940- 
41 period—a period remote in his- 
tory when America still had time 
to re-arm while other nations 
bore the first wave of attack. 


Shocking as it is, this over-all | 


In May of this year, Represent- 
ative Wesley A. D’Ewart of Mon- 
tana, in a speech on the floor of 
the House, pointed to the woeful 
deficiencies in stockpiling. He 
recommended the creation of an 
independent agency “to com- 
mence immediately and carry out 
an intensive, all-out 10 to 12 
year Government-financed pro- 
gram, designed, and geared, to 
have private enterprise explore, 
develop and mine the nation’s un- 
developed mineral deposits and 
expand existing operations.” 

It was already very late when 
that recommendation was made; 
late particularly with respect to 
the need to keep skilled labor in 
the mines. Even though the most 
precious of commodities, time, is 
runnin; out very fast, it still may 
not be too late. 

The economic controls bill con- 
tains a provision authorizing ex- 
pansion of industry with govern- 
ment help to get new production.

Australia had a sweep in its 
hands after Frank Sedgman wal- 
loped Ted Schroeder in yester- 
day’s semi-final singles match, 
6-2,. 6-2, 6-2, and Ken McGregor, 
young Aussie surprise sensation, 
appeared ready to finish the shut- 
out without yielding a set when 
he led Brown, 11-9, 10-8. But

About Saving Face. 

The United States Lawn Tennis 
Association, still reeling from the 
impact of the crushing defeat ad- 
ministered its favored team, saved 
some face through Brown's last- 
ditch victory and tried to save 
more by insisting that the Aussie 
win was “a good thing for ten- 
nis.” It was a weak, ineffectual 
alibi. 

All that was proved in the vic- 
tory by Brown, who probably 
shouldn’t even have been on the 
team, was that we probably 
should have retained the cup.

There is no attempt to intimate 
Australia did not fully deserve 
its triumph. But the 4 to 1 lick- 
ing was completely out of bounds. 

The fall guy, undeservedly, is 
non-playing Captain Alrick, Man. 
The Aussies won with a young, 
inexperienced team which was 
handled from the sidelines like 
puppets by shrewd Harry Hop- 
man, a former Davis Cup ace 
who was their non-playing cap- 
tain. Hopman made _~- detailed 
notes during play, and constantly 
was maneuvering his men like 


chess pawns. 
A Man and a Towel. 

Man, a fine gentleman, was 
limited by experience—and au- 
thority—to handing towels to his 
players and patting their backs. 
Alrick thus became known as 
“Towel Rick.” 

His limited authority was em- 
phasized in the doubles defeat 
when Gardnar Mulloy suggested 
to Ted Schroeder that he close in 
on the het. Schroeder refused 
and Mulloy carried his plea to 
Man. The non-playing captain 
suggested such action to Schroe- 
der, but was ignored. 

“A helluva time for an argu- 
ment,” Mulloy snorted bitterly. 

Available for pilot duty are 
such former stars as Wilmer, Al- 
lison and Vinnie Richards—but 
they demand authority. 

Selection of Schroeder and 
Brown for the four singles match- 
es also was widely criticized.

Actually the grape- 
vine has long known that Mac- 
Arthur thinks we ought to em- 
brace Chiang if he were the devil 
himself and has been fighting 
tenaciously for that view. 

The general has not only sent 
official dispatches: he has fired 
Republican Senators such as 
Knowland and Smith to plead 
that cause.

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® #$THE PUBLIC HOLDS what we psychologists call “stereo-

As a rule, it is dangerous to deviate markedly from the 
public’s stereotype.

Use the broad point of the pen, therefore, and employ 
black, green or blue-black ink. Learn to keep the signature 
on a straight line evén though you may be employing unruled 
paper. ; 

And be sure your name is legible! In this day of type- 
writers and printing presses, your signature is often the only 
personal mark upon the page. Be sure, then, that it is a good 
advertisement for yourself instead of a poor one.

HERE are a lot of things in 

this world that don’t act the 

way they were meant to and 
one of the worst offenders is a 
floor. A floor will do just about 
anything rather than sit there 
nice and flat and not squeak 
every time you step on it. Some- 
times a portion of a floor will 
buckle right up and this is a 
nasty situation. When one or 
more floor boards buckle up the 
first thing to do is try to get them 
back down. . This can usually be 
accomplished by placing a heavy 
wad of paper over the high point 
of the board and giving the wad 
of paper a sharp rap with a ham- 
mer. If the board has any idea 
about going back down, this will 
do it. Once the board or boards 
are dewn in place, drive some 


' 10 d finishing nails through the 


flooring into the joist. Use two 
nails at each joist and be certain 
they go into the joist and not just 
through the subflooring and into 
space. 

If you can’t get the boards back 
down by this method you have 
somewhat of a job on your hands. 
This job happens to be taking up 
the floor and relaying it. Floors 
properly, laid seldom buckle but 
if an insufficient number of nails 
were used on the job or if the 
floor has been allowed to absorb 
a lot of moisture—it’s going to 
buckle just as sure as you're born.

OME of the good plays in four- 

hand Canasta are simply a 

matter of giving your partner 
the greatest possible assistante. 
Needing 120 with this hand, you'd 
be inclined not to meld too quick- 
ly, and yet there is a good reason 
why you should. 


You are the second or third to 
play, so there is no worthwhile 
pack. Under these circumstances 
it is generally best policy to wait 
at least a round in order to make 
the initial meld for your side— 
especially since if you do make the 
initial meld it-will leave you with- 
out a wild card and without even 
a pair to let you take the pack. 

On top of that seemingly sound 
reason, you are playing the signal 
convention that will let you tell 
your partner you are going to be 
able to make the minimum for 
by discarding black 


cards on your first two turns. 

Nevertheless, you should not 
wait to put down the minimum. 
Your opponents also need 120. It 
is not enough to tell your partner 
that you can make the minimum 
for your side; it is also important 
to show him that you have two 
jokers. If he has one himself, 
your side controls three of the 
four and if the fourth is buried 
deep in the pack the opponents 
may have considerable difficulty 
in making that minimum.

MOTIONALLY disturbed children are more numerous than 

most people believe. These children demonstrate behavior 

that baffles their mothers. For example, a child of almost 
3 years of age becomes a bedtime worry. She begins calling 
for a drink the moment her mother leaves her. Next she must 
go to the bathroom. This keeps up for a couple of hours. Her 
mother tries everything she can think of, everything the 
relatives suggest, all the books say to do and the trouble 
persists. 

And worse. This child, once she falls asleep, is restless, 
moans, tosses, finally wakens and waves her hands, her arms, 
in strange fashion. During the day she has times of unrest 
when her face twiches, her arms make wild gestures. She is 
losing her appetite and her weight is falling. The family 
physician says she is spoiled, getting away with murder. 
What is this mother to do?

SHE CAN GO no further without help. This child is 
emotionally disturbed and only a study of her condition, an 
investigation to learn the causes, will serve us. The family 
doctor is a busy man engaged in battling disease of the body. 
Rarely do we find one who has been trained in the illnesses 
of the mind. Yet many an illness of the body stems from the 
mind, and it is in the mind one must search for the seat 
of difficulty. 

This problem is a serious one for the mother of such 
children. They look for help and can find none. The medical 
schools must give more thought to these little patients and 
train the physicians to their needs. To my mind, colored by 
long éxperience, the practicing psychologist, psychiatrist also, 
should have a medical degree first, then his degree in the 
fields of mental illness. Body and mind cannot be separated. 
One merges into the other in most intricate fashion, each 
affecting the other. The physician who treats the body must 
also treat the mind and for that he must be schooled, experi- 
enced and spiritually endowed.

THE MOTHER WHO CAN reach a physician so trained, 
experienced and endowed is most fortunate. She will find help. 
For those who can get to a hospital, a medical center, where 
there are physicians so trained and skilled, there is help. But 
how scarce such help is, how difficult to discover, only the 
mothers of the ailing children can know, and know to their 
enduring sorrow. 

Mental disturbances of any sort endanger the health 
of the body, destroy its fitness and ruin the lives of the hapless 
patients if they are not treated promptly by professionally 
trained physicians. Mothérs should have such help.

“Of course Herr Schmidt must be 
there as interpreter,” said Hitler, 
“but as an interpreter he is 
neutral and is not counted in 
either group.” 

I already knew that Chamber- 
lain would express the wish to 
speak with Hitler alone; with 
Hitler’s knowledge this had been 
settled beforehand between the 
English and the Germans behind 
Ribbentrop’s back. SBoth sides 
felt that our Foreign Minister 
would prove an element uncon- 
genial to any endeavor to achieve 
a friendly settlement between 
England and Germany. Ribben- 
trop threfore remained angrily in 
reserve, while I went with Hitler 
and Chamberlain to the office on 
the first floor.

ITLER, the party rally being 

just over, was apparently still 

attuned to long speeches, and 
from time to time he was s0 
much carried away by his rage 
against Benes and Czechoslovakia 
that he imposed no check upon 
the length of his harangues. 

Chamberlain listened attentive- 
ly, looking frankly at Hitler. 
Nothing in his clear-cut, typically 
English features with the bushy 
eyebrows, pointed nose and strong 
mouth betrayed what was going 
on behind his high forehead. 

Looking straight at Hitler, he 
emphasized that he was prepared 
to discuss any possibility of deal- 
ing with the German complaints 
but that in all circumstances the 
application of force must remain 
excluded. 

“Force,” Hitler exclaimed, “who 
speaks of force? Herr Benes ap- 
plies this force against my coun- 
trymen in the Sudetenland.

I shall settle this ques- 
in one way or another, on my 
own initiative.” 

This was the first time in a 
discussion with a foreign states- 
man that the phrase “in one way 
or another” had been used, a 
phrase which I observed then and 
later was an extreme danger sig- 
nal. I rightly translated it “one 
way or another,” but its meaning 
now and on later occasions 
amounted to: either the other 
side gives in, or the application 
of force, invasion, warlike solu- 
tion. 

Now Chamberlain, who had 
hitherto listened to all with calm 
seriousness, also became excited. 
“If I have understood you aright,” 
he said, “you are determined in 
any case to proceed against 
Czechoslovakia.” After pausing 
for a second he added, “If that 
is your intention, why did you 
let me come to Berchtesgaden? 
In these circumstances it’s best 
for me to go back at once.

HAMBERLAIN immediately 

raised an objection, whether be- 

cause he had been annoyed by 
Hitler’s aggressive manner or be- 
cause, as a practical administra- 
tor, he recognized the difficulties 
in the application of this principle 
to Czechoslovakia. 

Nevertheless Hitler did not get 
indignant. Had Chamberlain’s 
threat to return at once fright- 
ened him? Was he really recoil- 
ing from general war-like compli- 
cations? 

“If I am to give you an answer 
on the question of self-determina- 
tion,” said Chamberlain, “I must 
first consult my colleagues. I 
therefore suggest that we break 


off our conversation at this point, 


and that I immediately return to 
England for this consultation, and 
then meet you again.” 

When I translated these words 
about breaking off the discussion, 
Hitler looked up uneasily: but as 
he heard that Chamberlain would 
meet him again, he agreed with 
obvious relief. The atmosphere 
had suddenly become friendly 
again, and Chamberlain immedi- 
ately availed himself of this 
change to secure a promise from 
Hitler that in the interval no ag- 
gressive action would be commit- 
ted against Czechoslovakia. Hit- 
ler unhesitatingly gave the assur- 
ance, but added that it would not 
apply if any specially atrocious 
incidents occurred. 

Thereby the discussion was 
ended. I drove with the English 
to the Berchtesgaden hotel, where 
we dined and spent the night. 

Next morning we drove with 
Chamberlain on the Autobahn to 
Munich, where he took the plane 
for London, taking off from Ober- 
wiesenfeld aerodrome exactly 24 
hours after his arrival. 

The same evening I returned to 
Berlin. 

Five days later I left for 
Cologne by the night train, where 
Chamberlain arrived at noon on 
22nd September. We took him 
to his hotel on the bank of the 
Rhine opposite desberg, and 
the same afternoon the first con- 
versation between him and Hit- 
ler was held at the Hotel Dreesen, 
Godesberg. 

Chamberlain had brought with 
him Sir Ivor Kirkpatrick, now 
Undersecretary of State for Ger- 
man affairs at the Foreign Office, 
who speaks excellent German. 


Chamberlain began with an ac-. 


count of his conversations in Lon- 
don, recalling that at Berchtes- 
gaden he had agreed to get the 
cabinet’s opinion on the question 
raised by Hitler regarding the 
recognition of the right of self 
determination for the Sudenten- 
land. The cabinet had very soon 
agreed to this, and the French 
Ministers also, who had come to 
London on his invitation, had 
taken up the same attitude. Even 
the Czechoslovak Government had 
stated that it was in agreement. 
Together with the French Govern- 
ment he had drawn up a plan in 
London, whereby the territories 
inhabited by the Sudeten Ger- 
mans should be transferred to 
Germany. Germany, for her part, 


should conclude a non-aggression . 


pact with Czechoslovakia. 
a 


FTER this exposition, Cham- 
berlain leaned back with an 
expression of satisfaction as 
much as to say, “Haven't I worked 
splendidly during these five 
days?” That was what I felt too, 
for the agreement of the French 
and even of the Czéchoslovaks to 
a definite cession of territory 
seemed to me an extraordinary 
concession. 4 was the more sur- 
prised to hear Hitler as he said 
quietly, almost regretfully, but 
with a certain emphasis: “I am 
exceedingly sorry, Mr. Chamber- 
lain, that I can no longer con- 
sider these matters. After the 
developments of the last few 
days, this solution is no longer 
practicable.” 
Chamberlain sat up with a 
start. His face flushed with anger 
at the refusal and the ingratitude 
for the trouble he had taken. He

said -he did not understand how 
Hitler, after the demand made 
by him at Berchtesgaden had 
been granted—at the cost of con- 
siderable effort—could now sud- 
denly state that this solution was 
no longer practicable. 


Hitler at first took evasive 
action, saying that he could not 
conclude a non-aggression pact 
with Czechoslovakia so long as 
Poland’s and Hungary’s claims on 
that country had not been satis- 
fied also. Then, speaking rela- 
tively very quietly, he criticised 
the individual pcints of the sys- 
tem of understanding elaborated 
by Chamberlain. Above all the 
intervals contemplated were far 
too long. “The occupation of the 
Sudeten territories to be ceded 
must take place forthwith,” he 
stated. 


Chamberlain justly pointed out 
that this constituted a completely 
new demand going far beyond the 
request put forward at Berchtes- 
gaden, but Hitler stood by the 
immediate occupation ef the 
Sudeten territories. As the con- 
versation proceeded, he became 
more and more excited, more and 
more violent in his abuse of 
Benes and Czechoslovakia. Cham- 
berlain withdrew more and more 
into himself. 

Thus ended that first meeting 
in the ill-starred Godesberg con- 
ference room. Chamberlain re- 
turned angrily to his hotel. The 
only ray of light was that another 
meeting had been agreed upon for 
the following morning, and Hitler, 
at Chamberlain’s express desire, 
had renewed his Berchtesgaden 
promise not to take any action 
against Czechoslovakia during the 
negotiations.

I did not even 
venture to shrug my shoulders, 
as even the least gesture might 
have been misinterpreted, and I 
was glad when a member of the 
British delegation met me on the 
stairs and took me at once to 
Chamberlain. He was standing on 
his balcony—no doubt he too had 
been looking anxiously across the 
Rhine. 

But to me he did not seem in 
the least excited, greeting me-as 
might a visitor staying at a health 
resort. He took me into his office, 
where I translated the letter in 
the presence of Sir Horace Wil- 
son, Henderson and Kirkpatrick. 
It took some time, and I had some 
elucidations to add verbally, so 
that it was an hour before I left 
Chamberlain’s room. In order to 
escape the questions of journal- 
ists, who were besieging the 
lounge, I called on our Chef de 
Protocole, Freiherr von Deern- 
berg, and strengthened myself 
with several glasses of the right 
stuff to fight my way through the 
lounge. 

“What did he say, how did he 
react to my letter?” Hitler asked 
me tensely on my return. I re- 
ported my impressions, and he 
seemed somewhat pacified when 
I told him that Chamberlain had 
not appeared at all excited, but 
had merely stated that he would 
reply in writing the same day. 
An hour after my return, the re- 
ply was handed to Ribbentrop by 
Henderson and Wilson, and a 
somewhat confused discussion en- 
sued as to what was to be done 
next. 


In his letter Chamberlain again 
proved conciliatory, saying that 
he was ready “‘as a mediator.” He 
therefore asked Hitler to let him 
have his proposals in the form of 
a memorandum, and informed 
him that he would return to Eng- 
land for the purpose of mediating 
about them.

URING the discussion with | 
Ribbentrop it was agreed that 


Chamberlain should 
again that evening to receive that 
memorandum and hear Hitler's 
remarks in elucidation thereof. 

This discussion with Chamber- 
lain, which began just before 11 
o’clock, was one of the most dra- 
matic in the whole of the Sude- 
ten crisis. It took place in a 
small dining room of the hotel, 
since there were rather more 
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people taking part. They sat in- 
formally in a semi-circle about 
Hitler and Chamberlain and I 
began by translating the memo- 
randum. 

Withdrawal of all Czech armed 
forces from a territory shown on 
a map, “whose evacuation shall 
start on the twenty-eighth Sep- 
tember, and which shall be ceded 
to Germany on twenty-eighth Sep- 
tember”—thus went the main 
condition. 

The effect on Chamberlain and 
the other Englishmen was devas- 
tating. “That’s an ultimatum,” 
exclaimed Chamberlain raising 
his hands in protest. “Ein Dik- 
tat,” interjected Henderson, who 
always liked to introduce German 
words into a discussion. Speak- 
ing exeitedly, Chamberlain de- 
clared that it was quite out of 
the question for him to transmit 
such an ultimatum to the Gov- 
ernment of Czechoslovakia. 

Hitler seemed surprised by the 
violence of the reaction. He was 
put on the defensive. He clum- 
sily tried to counter the reproach 
that he had handed in an ulti- 
matum, saying that it was headed 
Memorandum, not ultimatum, 
and tried to get out of it like a 
schoolboy who has been caught. 

The discussion was resumed. 
substantially quieter than before 
the shock. 

Everyone seemed to breathe a 
sigh of relief at the postpone- 
ment of the catastrophy.. Nego- 
tiations were continuing, that was 


the main thing.

DEFENSIVE lesson well 
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To save space, let’s merely say 
that South reaches a contract of 
six diamonds. West leads a 
low gpade; South wins, draws 
trumps, cashes his clubs and, 
after going to the board with a 
trump, ruffs away dummy’s last 
club. To reduce the final posi- 
tion for easy consumption, let's 
also say that South (needlessly) 
cashes two more trumps, leaving 
his five-card end position:

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Now, in keeping with his plan, 
South simply exits with his spade. 

Will the slam contract be made? 
The answer lies solely with the 
defenders. If they protect them- 
selves to the best of their op- 
portunities, the contract will go 
down, but if they make the tiniest 
slip, declarer can sail home. 

Obviously, either West or East 
can win this present spade trick. 
It does not matter which one 
wins, but—and here is the point 
—it does matter a great deal 
what each one leads after win- 
ning! A heart must be returned 
by either West or East, since a 
spade return permits a ruff and 
discard, but if West has taken the 
trick, he must lay down the heart 
queen, whereas if East has won 
the trick, he must not lead his 
heart honor. The mechanics of 
the play here is a little compli- 
cated, but it will repay readers 
to lay out the cards and see for 
themselves why West must lead 
the queen, or East, a low heart.
